COUNCIL PASSES 
BUILDING CODE 


A building code and fire ordinance 
was passed, the chief of police’s pay 
reduced, Sunday 
movie 
proposition 
defeated, reports heard, bills ordered 
paid and routine business was trans­ 
acted at the regular monthly meeting 


of the City Council Monday night. 


The building code provides 
for 
a 
twice-a-year inspection of all public 
buildings for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining fire hazards, designates build­ 
ing regulations, repair 
and 
equip­ 
ment of building, specifying the ma­ 
terials to be used, regulating public 
garages, regulating the handling 
of 
gasoline, picture machines ami prem­ 
ises, dry cleaning establishments and 
sets out new fire limits for the city. 


T he ordinance was read the 
sec­ 
ond and third times and passed after 
discussion and some minor changes in 
it. 
A certified copy of the ordinance 
was sent to the Missouri Inspection 
Bureau in fit. Louis Tuesday 
morn­ 
ing. 
It is thought that the passing 
of the ordinance has kept several in­ 
surance 
companies 
from 
canceling 
policies here and may encourage the 
coming in of others. 
Under the new ordinance a building 
permit 
must 
be 
secured 
before a 
building may be erected. 
No building 
now standing will be condemned un­ 
less it is a fire hazard, but in case it 
is at least half destroyed by 
either 
fire or deterioation it cannot be 
re­ 
built as a frame building within 
the 
fire limits or anywhere in Sikeston 
without conforming to the fire ordin­ 
ance. 
The new fire limits are: 
Iaits numbered eleven to twenty, 
inclusive and outblock three of block 
numbered one, all of blocks number­ 
ed two, three, four, five, six, ten and 
eleven in the original town, now City, 
of Sikeston. 
Blocks numbere one, two ami three 
and lot numbered one in block num­ 
bered four in Sikes’ First Addition. 
All of block numbered three 
and 
lots numbered one to six. inclusive, in 
block numbered four, in McCoy-Tan- 
ner’s First Addition.

The salary of the

urvev made for the fiscal year 1920- 
Í7 by the Departm ent's Bureau 
of 
V gricultural economics. 
The losses which the farm ers have 
ustained have been especially severe 
n the Corn and 
Cotton 
belts. 
The 
•survey shows that during the fiscal 
vear 1926-27, there was an average 
Iodine of 4 per cent in farm land val- 
ics for the whole country, while 
in 
¡orne -ections of the Corn and Cot­ 
on Belts, the decline reached 10 per 
ent. 
The 4 per cent average decline 
nade a total decline from 1920 of 30 
>er 
cent. 
Translated 
into 
dollars, 
hi- was a decline 
ol $18,900,000,000 
rom the valuation of $65,000,000,000 
placed on the value of farm lands in 
1920, the last year 
of 
the 
Wilson 
Democratic adm inistration. 
But two reasons can be assisgned 
for this enormous loss to the fa rm ­ 
ers. 
One 
is the 
deflation 
policy for 
.vhich the Republican 1920 
conven­ 
tion declared, and which the Harding 
vdministration put into effect as one 
*f its earliest acts. 
The other is the prohibitive tariff 
>olicy of the 
Coolidge 
A dm inistra­ 
tion, 
which ha> closed many foreign 
narkets to American farm products 
ind which has forced the farm er to 
•ell at world prices while he bought 
nis supplies in 
a 
protected 
m arket 
at inflated prices. 
One of the most startling disclos­ 
ures made in the D epartm ent <*f Ag- 


k ulture bulletin referred to is 
that 
•*in constant dollars of the purchas* 
ng power of 1912-13-14. farm real 
state values on March 1, 1927. were 
really worth 2b per cent less 
than 
they were 15 years before”. 
Another startling disclosure is that 
while farm lands have been depreci­ 
ating anu prices 
of 
farm 
products 
have been falling, the farm er's taxes 
have been going up by 
leapps 
and 
bounds. 
The 
bulletin 
shows 
that 
where the farm er’s taxes were 
155 
per cent of 
his 
pre-w ar 
taxes 
in 
1920, the last year under Wilson, 
in 
192 Sand 1926, he paid taxes 255 per 
cent of pre-war. 
In 
other 
words, 
from 1921 to 1926, when his land val­ 
ue was depreciating 30 per cent, his 
taxes increased 98 per cent. 
The bulletin also reports that 
the 
net cash returns of 15,000 represen­ 
tative farm ers reporting to the De­ 
partm ent declined 13 per cent during 
the year 1926-27. 
D uring the same 
year, the outflow of farm population 
to the cities was 1,020,000 persons. 
The bulletin also 
notes 
the 
fact 
th a t during the year for which 
the 
survey was made, 151,000 farm s were 
disposed of at “ forced sales and re­ 
lated defaults’’ and th at 40,000 were 
sold at adm inistrators’ and executors’ 
sales, a total of 171,000 farm s 
sold 
“under the ham m er”. 
Allowing five 
persons as the average num ber 
in 
each of 
these 
farm 
families, here 
were 855,000 men, women and 
chil­ 
dren 
dispossessed 
of their 
farm 
homes during one year. 
There w'ere 
163,000 other farm s sold at voluntary 
sales, and many of these were made 
by farm ers because their farm s were 
no longer profitable and they were un­ 
able 
on them 
to 
properly 
support 
their families and educate their chil­ 
dren. 
In addition, the bulletin notes that 
•’reports are current of syndicates 
being formed for the purpose of buy­ 
ing up foreclosed and other distress 
farm s in the corn 
belt 
and 
holding 
them for a rise in value”. This means, 
of course, that these syndicates 
are 
taking advantage of the distress to 
buy up farm s which the owners 
are 
forced to sell them at a profit, w hen­ 
ever values increase. 
The speculator 
gains what the farm er loses. 
Another very 
startling 
situation 
revealed by this bulletin is that in no 
fewer than nine States, land values 
had declined by 1926-27 
to 
a 
point 
where the buildings thereon, the farm 
home, barn, garage, corn crib, 
etc., 
was greater 
than 
the value 
of the 
farm lands thmselve*. 
Depreciation 
in fariti land was smallest 
in 
New 
England. 1.3 per cent, and greatest in

Bureau of Standards Co-Op­ 
erates With Radio Broad­ 
casting Stations.

Checking 
the frequency of trans­ 
mitting sets is one way in which the 
bureau of standards co-operates with 
radio broadcasting stations. 
Since the strict ruling of the fed­ 
eral radio commission that assigned 
frequencies he adhered to within 0.5 
kilocycle, many devices used by sta­ 
tions to observe the ruling have been 
calibrated by the government stand­ 
ards experts. 
“A broadcasting station must ex­ 
pend considerable money and time in 
order to maintain its assigned fre­ 
quency,” says L. J. Briggs, of the bu­ 
reau of standards, in a recent com­ 
munication. 
“A suitable device which will Indi 
cate the frequency at which the broad 
casting station transmits cannot be 
made up from odds and ends secured 
at random. 
This fact is not appreci­ 
ated by all broadcasting station oper­ 
ators, as is evidenced by some of the 
devices sent to the bureau for cali­ 
bration. 
The bureau has refused to 
calibrate any apparatus which was of 
poor construction or that seemed to 
be unreliable as a frequency stand­ 
ard.” 
Piezo oscillators and frequency me­ 
ters (wave meters) are included in 
devices generally employed bj broad­ 
casting stations for checking transmit­ 
ting frequency. 
The piezo oscillator 
is the most accurate checker now in 
me, says Briggs. 
Frequency meters 
us usually constructed will not regis­ 
ter a frequency change as small as 
0.5 kilocycle and so are not suited for 
complying with the law. 
Frequency 
meters, 
unless 
specially 
designed, 
have been found by the bureau of 
standards to change their calibration 
without frequent recalibration. 
During the last 
four 
months 4*5 
broadcasting statnons have requested 
calibration of piezo oscillators at the 
bureau. 
Twenty-one oilier applicants 
have sought calibration of frequency 
meters.

Scientific Explanation 
of Radio Communication 
Radio 
communication,

called wireless, is carried on either by 
the dots and dashes of the telegraph 
code or by 
the spoken voice.

an effect separated by a greater or 
lesser distance. 
The cause is the transmitter, setting 
up 
certain 
disturbance«

waves 
which travel away from the transmit­

ever-widening 
circles 
through 
space. 
At h distant point 
these waves create the desired effect 
through the agency of a radio receiv­ 
ing set. 
Ultimately, the ever-widen­ 
ing circle of waves becomes so great 
the waves are spent and are no longer 
capable of 
influencing 
the average 
radio receiving set. 
In that event the 
receiver is said to be out of range 
of the transmitter, or tin* transmitter 
is beyond reach of the receiver. 
In radio broadcasting the cause is 
the broadcasting station, of which 
there are almost G<h> today. 
Virtually 
»•very section of the country now Is 
served with crop r**ports. market fig­ 
ures, weather forecasts, educational 
talks, news of the day, music, and 
sporting events. 
With a radio receiving set the waves 
are intercepted and converted into au­ 
dible sounds in the form of speech 
or music. 
When the waves are power­ 
ful, due to the high power or to the 
proximity of the transmitter, we have 
strong signals. 
When the waves lack 
power, we have weak signals. 
The more sensitive the receiving set, 
the greater its capability of coping 
with wank signals. 
And so for rural 
sections, remotely situated with re 
gard to broadcasting stations, the more 
elaborate and sensitive receiving sets 
should he employed for reliable broad­ 
cast service.

Bureau of Standards Co-Op­ 
erates W ith Radio Broad­ 
casting Stations. 


Checking the frequency of trail* 
inltting sets is one way In which the 
bureau of standards co-operates wltb 
radio broadcasting station*. 
Since the strict ruling of the fed­ 
eral radio commission that assigned 
frequencies be adhered to within O.fi j 
kilocycle, many devices used by »ta- 
ind B passed. 
Z doubled anti A ami j tiens to observe the ruling have been 
calibrated by the government stand­ 
ards experts. 
“A broadcasting station must ex­ 
pend considerable money and time in 
order to maintain Its assigned fre­ 
quency,” says L. J. Briggs, of ttie bu­ 
reau of standards, in a recent com­ 
munication. 
A suitable device which will Indi­ 
cate the frequency at which the broad 
casting station transmits cannot be 
made up from odds and ends secured 
at random. 
This fact is not appreci­ 
ated by all broadcasting station oper­ 
ators, as Is evidenced by some of the 
devices sent to the bureau for cali­ 
bration. 
The bureau has refused to 
calibrate any apparatus which was of 
poor construction or that seemed to 
be unreliable as s frequency stand 
nrd." 
Piezo oscillators and frequency m e­ 
ters (wave meters) are Included In 
devices generally employed by broad­ 
c a s ti n g stations for checking transmit­ 
ting frequency. 
The piezo oscillator 
is the most accurate checker now In 
u°e, says Briggs. 
Frequency meters 
as usually constructed will not regis­ 
ter u frequency change as small as 
9.5 kilocycle and so ure not suited for 
complying witli the law.

have been found by the bureau of 
standards to change their calibration 
without

receiver Is said to be out of range 
of the transmitter, or the transmitter 
is beyond reach of the receiver.

Professor Alt of Leipzig. 
Ho assorts 
that the excavators digging 
in 
the 
ruins of ancient Mizpah. seven miles, 
from Jerusalem , have reason to h o p e1 
th a t they have here one of the 
re- i 
positories of the untold wealth of the 
most fam ous king who ever ruled in 
the Holy Land. 
The Bible is m ost emphatic in 
its 
reference to the w ealth of 
Solomon, 
saying: 
"So King Solomon exceeded 
all the kings of the earth for riches, j 
. . . And the king made silver to hr* 
in Jerusalem as stones". 
(I Kings x, 
2-1-27). 
This is hut the climax of the 
account of this m onarch’s enormous 
wealth, for it 
is 
ape» ifically 
stated 
The w eight of the g»dd that cam e to 
S»donton in one year was *ix hundred 
three score and six talents »if gold". 
At that tim e coinage was 
unknown, 
nd gold was a commodity like wheat, 
et the m ost precious of all commo- 
lities. 
One ta len t of gold was 
10(1 
ounces and as an ounce i* the equi- 
alent of $20, each talent was $2000 
ndthe 
talents would he 
worth 
$ 1,332,000 today. 
That was the k in g ’s income in gold 
alone the purchasing power of which 
must have been 
at 
least a 
hundred 
tim es what it is today, 
so th a t 
we 
would say Solom on’s income was the 
equivalent of 100 million »lollars 
in 
gold, besides all the other wealth that 
flowed into his coffers. 
When the queen of Sheba cam e to 
isit Solomon she brought with her, 
according to S criputure. "An hundred 
»nd tw enty ta len ts of gold, 
and 
of 
pices very g re a t stor«\ and precious 
tones". 
A royal 
present 
indeed! 
And then, too, the Bible states: 
"The 
navy also of H iram (king 
of Tyre I 
brought gold from Ophir, and ......... 
precious stones". 
Jerusalem had become one of the 
great commercial centers of the

ient world, and King Solomon taxed 
all the trad e rs who came to his cap- 
tal, as we read:

the 
cloth of cunning weave and

quant ites. 
P rofessor 
Alt 
believes one of the m ost im portant of 
these store cities was the ancient Bi- 
zpah, which is now being explored by 
an Ann rican expedition 
headed 
by 
Prof. William F. Bade, form erly 
of

U niversity 
of 
California. 
Dr. 
Bade, says Clifton H arby Levy in the 
New York World magazine, reports 
several notable discoveries, especial­ 
ly a wall sixteen to tw enty feet

mains of the wall now are only tw en ­ 
ty-five feet high. I >r. Bade calculates

When it cam«* to fu rn ish in g 
his 
palace King Solomon 
did not 
spare 
the precious metal, for "he m ad e 
a 
g reat throne of ivory 
ami 
overlaid 
with the purest gold. 
The th ro n e had 
six steps ami there w ere stay y s 
on 
either side of the place of the seat 
and two lions stood beside the stays 
And twelve lions stood th e re on the 
one si«le and on the other upon 
the 
six steps; there w a s not the like made 
in any kingdom. 
And all King Sol - 
onion’s drinking vessels w ere of gold, 
ami all the vessels »if the House 
of 
the F orest of Lebanon (his 
palace) 
were of pure gold" says Scripture. 
Solomon ha»l formed a commercial 
partn ersh ip with H iram , king of Tyre, 
who aided him in building the temple 
at Jerusalem ami his own palace, ami 
Solomon sent a navy to sea with the 
navy of H iram : 
"Once in three years 
came the navy of TharshisK (Solo- 
nion’s), bringing gold and silver, iv­ 
ory an«! apse and peacocks”.
